DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-3, 6, and 15-20 (renumbered 1-10) are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: US '141 
teaches an assembly comprising an elastic fixing band and a sound absorbing member, 
wherein surface irregularities are formed on the inner peripheral surface (radially inner 
surface) of said member. In this instance, the surface irregularities, which include 
protrusions and grooves, define a plurality of notches. The reference, however, fails to 
suggest, disclose, or teach a construction in which said member includes widthwisely 
extending notches on one surface and longitudinally extending notches on the other 
surface.
